SECTION  III. 


VJ'-t or  Supply. 

No  changss  have  been  mads  during  the  year  to  the  "water  supply  of 
the  Borough  which  is  pro-vided  by  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  from  a bore  hole 
and  well  situated  in  Mill  Road  near  Swanboume  Lake,  and  fed  to  a 
reservoir  in  the  Castle  grounds,,  Water  consumed  in  the  Borough  is 
purchased  in  bull:  as  it  lcavos  the  Castle  grounds.  All  water  is 

chlorinated  at  the  Waterworks  by  the  Corporation  before  distribution, 
and  a constant  supply  is  maintained  to  almost  every  houso  in  the  Borough. 
Only  two  isolated  cottagos  lying  a great  distance  from  the  mains  remain 
on  well  supply.  The  quantity  of  water  available  is  estimated  to  bo 
sufficient  for  the  steady  dovolopmont  of  the  area  for  many  years  to  come. 

No  now  sou:? cos  have  been  dcvolopod  but  two  new  4”  mains  with  a total 
length  of  241-  yards  have  been  laid  during  tho  year  by  tho  Corporation 
including  tho  installation  of  one  fire  hydrant  and  three  sluico  valves. 

As  in  previous  years  specimens  of  raw  water  from  both  the  bore  holo 
and  the  well,  and  of  chlorinated  water  from  consumers ' taps,  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  at  regular  intervals,  a total  of  36  samples 
being  submittcd0  Of  the  24  samples  of  untreated  water  submitted,  7 wero 
reported  upon  as  being  of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity,  9 showed  slight  or 
moderate  contamination,  whilst  the  remaining  8 specimens  showed  markod 
do  gee  os  of  bacterial  contamination  probably  from  soil  or  vegetable 
pollution  with  possible  faecal  pollution.  All  of  the  12  samples  of 
chlorinated  wator  token  from  consumers’  taps  wore  found  to  bo  of 
satisfactory  purity. 

No  sampler  wore  submitted  during  the  year  for  chemical  analysis. 

firs  total  quantity  of  water  consumed  in  the  Borough  during  the  year 
was  38, 029 t 820  gallons  giving  an  average  daily  consumption  of 
approximately  39 c4  gallons  per  head.  This  is  a total  increase  of 
3, 50 A 220  gallons  over  the  previous  year  and  represents  an  increase  in 
tho  daily  average  consumption  per  head  of  3,4  gallons, 

A considerable  amount  of  work  has  boon  done  during  the  year  in  tho 
detection  of  misuse  and  wastage  of  water.  Many  defect ivo  appliances 
were  found  and  rectified,  and  leaks  repaired.  Whilst  tho  installation 
of  modern  sanitary  appliances  in  many  of  the  older  houses  undoubtedly 
influenced  the  rise  in  consumption,  it  was  largely  attributed  to  tho 
enormous  wastage  found  in  defective  appliances,  services,  etc. 

The  Corporation  own  approximately  5g-  miles  of  water  mains,  and 
provide  26  metered  supplies. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  alteration  in  tho  methods  of  sewage  treatment  and  disposal  at 
either  of  tho  Council’s  Sowago  Disposal  Works  was  made  during  tho  year. 
The  sludgo  from  these  works  goes  to  local  market  gardeners , 


At  the  Ford  Road  Sewage  Works  a now  reserve  pump  has  been 
obtained.  Three  new  detritus  screens  arc  ready  for  fittings  once  the 
now  penstocks  on  order  arc  delivored.  No  complaints  wore  recoived 
regarding  these  Works  during  tho  year. 

During  the  year  tho  tidal  arm  on  the  sewer  outfall  on  Constable’s 
Wharf  broke  on  two  occasions  within  a month  after  seme  fifteen  years 
of  satisfactory  sorviCG.  This  was  probably  duo  to  exceptionally 
high  tides.  The  floating  arm  had  to  bo  renewed  but  back  flooding 
was  experienced  in  Queen’s  Lane  due  to  this  breakdown,, 
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Drainage  ar.d  Sewerage  ( Contd. ) 


Flooding  of  the  meadow  by  the  Spring  Ditch  in  March  was  caused  by 
tree  roots  choking  the  storm  water  sewer.  Flooding  ceased  when  the 
sewer  was  cleared. 


Sewers  in  the  Ford  Road  area  wore  flushed  for  the  first  time  for 
many  years  when  the  River  valve  in  the  Slipc  was  reset  and  put  in  working 
order. 


New  foul  sewers  laid  to  the  new  Council  Housing  F.stato  were  363 
yards  of  7M  end  170  yards  of  9:)  piping.  New  storm  water  sowor  laid 
consisted  of  170  yards  of  6"  and  213  yards  of  9".  Approximately  100 

yards  of  4,?  surface  drainage  was  also  laid  in  Priory  Roado 

The  sewer  taking  ten  Council  Houses  in  Priory  Road  was  re-laid  in 
6"  pipes  a distance  of  sono  2j.O  yards,  owing  to  its  defective  condition. 
This  necessitated  the  entire  rodrainago  of  the  ten  houses  as  tho  new 
sewer  ran  at  tho  rear  of  tho  houses,  Tho  old  sewer  in  the  front  of  the 
properties  has  been  disconnected.  At  the  same  time  tho  storm  water 
drains  were  segregated  from  the  foul  sewer  and  run  off  by  a separato 
sewer. 

During  the  year  two  of  the  few  remaining  earth  closots  in  tho 
district  were  convorbcd  to  water  closets 0 


Rivers  and  Streams . 

No  action  was  necessary  to  chock  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams 
in  the  arca„ 

Five  vessels  arc  harboured  to  wharves  in  the  Borough,  throe  of  which 
arc  still  being  permanently  used  far  1 jabicu  by  four  families a 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the  Borough  continues 
to  be  carried  out  weekly  by  the  Corporation*  Trade  refuse  is  also 
removed  by  arrangement,  on  request 0

The  salvage  figures  show  an  increase  over  tho  previous  yoar  mainly 
accounted  for  by  reason  of  tho  rc commencement  of  papor  salvego,  The 
salvaging  of  bottles  has  boon  discontinued  nit  ly  because  of  tho  lack  of  an 
available  market. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  Old  Quarry  at  Scotland  Barn  off  the 
Chichester  Road  was  obandonod  during  April,  and  controlled  tipping  was 
commenced  on  the  sito  of  tho  old  refuse  tip  lying  between  Canada  and 
Pearson  Roads.  It  is  hoped  to  level  off  this  very  unsatisfactory 
piece  of  land  of  approximately  i04  acres  and  convert  it  to  a playing 
field. 

The  tipping  has  been  carried  cut  very  efficiently  and  it  is  clear 
already  how  great  ar.  improvement  the  filling  of  this  area  will  he. 
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Public  Cleansing  (Gontde) 


The  Corporation  continues  to  give  assistance  to  the  County  Council 
in  the  clearance  of  snow  and  dealing  with  icing  conditions  of  all  roads 
in  the  Borough. 

The  scavenging  of  both  County  and  District  roads  by  the  Corporation 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  as  has  the  emptying  of  stroot  gullcys 
'in  the  district  roads. 


Shops  Act,  1954. 

During  the  year  11  visits  wGro  made  to  shops  in  tho  district*  as 
a result  of  thoso  inspections,  two  defects  were  found,  one  cf  which  has 
been  remedied.

One  site  in  the  Borough  was  licensed  for  camping  purposes  under 
Section  269  of  tho  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  It  ccmprisos  .715  of  an 
acre,  is  licensed  to  hold  2 caravans  and  1 tent,  has  a main  w at  or  supply 
and  dry  conservancy  sanitary  facilities. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

There  has  been  no  nGed  for  any  action  in  this  direction. 


Swimming  Baths. 

In  November  1949,  the  Corporation  resolved  on  tho  recommendation 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  to  reconsider  tho  opening  of  the  baths 
prior  to  the  1950  Season.  Before  roaching  a decision  as  to  whothor  or 
not  to  close  the  baths  it  was  decided  to  investigate  the  possibilities 
of  using  water  from  the  River  Arun. 

Four  samples  of  river  water  were  taken  in  April  and  the  Pathologist 
reported  that  all  showed  a high  degree  of  bacterial  contamination. 

The  Corporation  therefore  decided  not  to  open  the  baths  this  year 
as  they  folt  the  time  inopportune  to  carry  out  major  works  of 
modernising  tho  baths  to  bring  them  up  to  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Model 
Standards,  In  addition,  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  provide  a 
piped  supply  of  water  at  a considerable  cost. 

No  works  have  therefore  been  carried  out  since  the  boginning  of 
1949,.  and  the  premises  arc  rapidly  becoming  derelict. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  Fleas. 

During  tho  yoar  ono  complaint  regarding  bed  bug  infestation  was 
received.  Upon  investigation,  this  complaint  was  substantiated  and 
the  premises  fumigated  by  the  Council’s  employees. 

One  caso  of  a house  being  badly  flea  infested  was  also  dealt  with. 
This  required  two  fumigations  boforc  the  infestation  was  eradicated. 

In  all,  six  rooms  wore  fumigated  for  vermin. 
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Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 


No  action  -was  necessary  during  the  year  in  this  direction.  Tents 
and  vans  of  fairs  and  a circus  which  visited  the  Borough  during  the  year 
wore  well  managed  and  by  co-operation  of  the  landowner,  adequate  sanitary 
provisions  were  mado. 

As  yet  tho  Corporation  have  not  adcptGd  Byelaws  to  control  Tents, 
Vans  and  Sheds. 


Rats  and  Mice  Destruction. 

The  West  Sussex  No,  2 Workable  Area  Conmittco  sot  up  in  1944  has 
continued  to  moot  quarterly  in  Litt lohampt cm , the  Sanitary  Inspector 
being  the  representative  of  the  Borough  on  this  Committee. 

During  the  year  three  complaints  regarding  rats  were  received. 

These  wore  found  to  bo  minor  infestations  and  wore  dealt  with  by  the 
Councils  part-timo  Rodent  Operator. 

AS  a result  of  independent  investigations,  fivo  minor  rat 
infestations  ware  discovered  and  dealt  mth.  No  infestations  wore 
referred  cither  to  tho  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  or  tho  Arun 
Catchment  Board. 

Successful  action  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  were  carried  out  to  eradicate  all 
infestations.  The  known  rat  kill  for  the  yoar  was  44. 

It  has  been  considored  unnecessary  to  take  any  action  regarding  the 
baiting  of  sewers  as  frequent  inspection  at  the  manholes  has  rcvealod  no 
evidence  of  infestation. 


Schools. 

No  major  sanitary  alterations  havo  been  carriod  out  at  oithor  of  tho 
two  schools  in  tho  Borough,

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SECTION  IV. 


HOUSING. 


Housing  still  continues  to  bo  a major  problem  of  the  Borough,,  No 
oxtensive  programme  of  repair  or  improvement  of  existing  houses  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year,  but  a large  number  of  Civil  Building  Li  cone  os 
granted  have  boon  for  repair,  reconstruction  and  improvement  of  cuoh 
houses.  This  has  been  most  noticed  v:here  houses  have  recently  becomo 
ownor-occupied,  largely  duo  to  the  property  sai03  of  tho  Fitzalan-Howard 
Estates,  Limited. 

Many  houses  within  tho  Borough  are  of  considerable  ago,  lack  modem 
amenities  and  aro  in  such  a condition  as  to  be  incapable  of  boing  rendored 
fit  at  a reasonable  cost. 

The  Corporation  has  ondeavoured  to  continue  to  carry  out  an  effective 
policy  of  demolition  and  closing  of  houses  in  such  a condition  as  to  bo 
unfit  for  human  habitation.  This  is,  however,  an  extremely  difficult 
policy  to  pursuo  at  the  present  time  in  view  of  the  general  housing 
short  ago  • During  tho  past  four  years,  twenty  such  houses  have  boon 
demolished  in  tho  Borough  and  another  throo  closed,,  A further  demolition 
order  made  during  the  year  awaits  the  rehousing  of  -tho  tenant. 

The  application  register  for  Council  Houses  at  tho  cJ.oso  of  tho 
year  recorded  somo  149  applicants,  chiefly  from  persons  residing  or 
working  within  the  Borough,  The  register  ha3  now  boon  closed  for 
applicants  not  working  or  residing  in  Arundol, 

The  Corporation  at  present  own  149  housos0 


Control  of  Civil  Building . 

The  Town  Clork  and  Surveyor  continued  to  act  as  Licensing  Officers 
on  behalf  of  tho  Ministry  of  Works  and  dealt  with  32  applications, 
Liccncos  were  issued  to  the  value  of  £17s598s  One  application  was 
refused. 

In  connection  with  these  licences  and  with  licences  granted  by  tho 
Ministry  of  Works,  43  visits  were  made.  In  addition,  a number  of 
suspected  contraventions  wero  investigated,  but  in  no  instance  was  it 
found  necessary  to  use  the  powers  of  prosecution  conferred  on  tho 
Corporation  by  the  Ministry  of  Wozks. 


Requisitioning  of  Property . 

The  property  No.  61  High  Strcot  remains  converted  into  four  flats. 
The  requisitioning  was  terminated  during  the  yoar  as  tho  premises  were 
purchased  by  tho  Corporation. 

It  is  intended  to  convort  part  of  the  promisos  into  Council 
Offices  in  tho  nc.ar  future. 


NEW  BUILDING.

No  allocation  of  Council  Houses  was  possiblo  during  tho  year  as  no 
now  houses  wore  available. 

Considerable  progress  has  boon  mado  on  the  Council's  new  housing 
osbato  in  Steward's  Ccpso.

This  has  boon  soworod  and  othor 
services  instailod.

The  Corporation  have  he  on  allocated  a further  20  houses  for  1951 
and  it  has  been  resolved  to  allocato  4 for  privato  licence  and  erect  a 
further  16  houses  in  Pearson  Road,  This  -will  be  the  second  stage  of 
the  comprehensive  scheme  approved  by  the  Ministiy  of  Health  for  98 
houses  in  .this  arcao 

(b)  Private  Building, 

No  houses  havo  been  completed  by  privato  liconco  during  the  year  as 
no  liccncos  "were,  available. 

The  demand  for  private  licences  still  continues,  but  owing  to  the 
low  quota  available,  many  applicants  who  havo  building  land  available, 
still  await  a licence,, 

It  was  apparent  during  the  year  that  the  Corporation  could  not 
utilise  its  full  "allocation  of  20  houses.  With  the  approval  of  tho 
Ministry  of  Health  6 houses  wore  allocated  to  His  G-raco  tho  Duko  of  Norfolk. 
At  -oho  end  of  1950  these  houses  wero  all  in  an  advanced  state  of 
construction.

SECTION  VI 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  DISEASES. 

Seven  cases  of  measles  and  fourteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  wore 
notified  during  the  year?. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  -were  notified  during  1950,  but  the 
recurrence  of  this  disease  in  Summer  epidemics  throughout  the  country 
since  1947  calls  for  the  following  comment.  Poliomyelitis  (the  use  of 
the  term  Infantile  Paralysis  for  this  disease  is  to  be  discouraged  and 
condemned  as  inaccurate  and  undesirable)  is  a disease  which  gives  rise  to 
anxiety  in  the  public  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  danger  which  exists. 

The  reason  is  no  doubt  the  fact  that  this  is  a ’new*  disease  in  the  public 
mind.  The  public  is  therefore  interested  in  news  of  it  and  consequently 
a disproportionate  amount  of  attention  is  devoted  to  it  by  the  press  and 
the  B.B.C,  Throughout  the  summer  and  the  autumn  of  1950  weekly  figuros 
of  thG  incidence  of  poliomyelitis,  national  and  local,  wore  given 
promincnco  in  the  newspapers  and  in  the  radio  news  bulletins,  but  raroly 
was  any  attempt  made  to  put  the  disease  into  its  proper  relationship  with 
other  diseases*  While  in  the  whole  of  1950  in  England  and  Walos  700 
people  were  killGd  by  poliomyelitis,  tuberculosis  kills  more  than  500 
people  GVGry  week,  year  in  and  year  out,  without  the  public  becoming  at 
all  concerned. 

Poliomyelitis  is  a serious  disease,  but  it  is  still  an  uncommon  ono. 
The  risk  of  any  individual  contracting  it  is  very  small  and  of  those  who 
do  suffer  from  it,  90$  never  have  any  paralysis  whatsoever  and  more  than 
half  of  the  remainder  recover  without  any  permanent  handicap. 

The  following  figures  from  the  report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  for  1947,  (the  worst  year  this  country  has  so  far 
experienced  for  poliomyelitis),  illustrate  the  importance  of  other  diseases 
in  relation  to  this  one

Cancer. 

Six  deaths  (3  male,  3 female)  wore  attributed  to  Cancer  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  nine  in  1949.  The  Cancer  Death  Rato  for  1950  is 
2,17  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  home  population,  compared  with  a rate 
of  3,37  for  the  previous  year.  Corresponding  rates  for  tho  Administrative 
County,  and  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex  aro  2.42,,  2.64 
and  2,18  respectively.

DIPHTHERIA. 

(a)  Notifications.  No  cases  of  diphthoria  were  notified  during  1950,  nor 
were  any  deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  causo.

(b)  Supply ’of  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin.  Anti-toxin  is  obtainablo  by  Medical 
Practitioners  for  the  troatment  of  suspected  casos  and  contacts  from  the 
Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital  and  St,  Richard’s  Hospital,  Chichostcr,  and  from 
the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Worthing 0 

(c)  immunisation-.  Forty-nine  children  under  five  years  of  ago  and 
fourteen  children  over  fivo  years,  but  under  fifteen  years,  received  a 
complete  course  of  protective  inoculations  during  1950.  In  addition, 
seventy-five  children  received  ’follow-up/  injections. 

In  a special  report  (No,  272)  made  by  tho  Medical  Research  Council 
the  .following  passage  appears  - !,It  camct  be  adequately  emphasized 
that  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  parents  to  ensure  that  their  children  are 
actively  immunised  ‘whether  diphtheria  is  or  is  not  prevalent,  and 
preferably  before  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  life”. 

No  further  comment  is  needed. 


Measles. 

Seven  eases  (3  malos,4  females)  of  this  discaso  wero  notified  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  52  casos  during  1949.  Five  of  tho  notifications 
wero  received  during  tho  month  of  August.

Smallpox, 


£ 


In  the  last  week  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of  Smallpox  began  in 
Brighton  and  resulted  in  29  cases  of  whom  10  died.  Although  no  confirmed 
cases  occurred  outside  Brighton,  the  epidemic  was  sufficiently  near  to 
encourage  many  hundreds  of  people  in  the  surrounding  districts  to  apply 
for  vaccination,  although  mass  vaccination  was  neither  indicated  nor 
rcccmmcndod*  In  the  control  of  smallpox  cpidomics  in  this  country 
reliance  is  placed  on  the  control  of  contacts  of  cases  and  on  what  is 
known  as  tringt  vaccination,  i0c0,  vaccination  of  those  people  in 
immediate  contact  with  the  cases  which  have  occurred.  Although,  as  in 
Brighton,  t hero. is  usually  a demand  by  the  public  for  vaccination  in 
largo  numbers,  it  is  rarely  nocossaiy  to  recommend  this  mcasuro,  and  in 
tho  case  of  the  surrounding  districts,  when  the  epidemic  occurred  in 
Brighton,  close  supervision  was  kept  of  known  contacts,  and  it  scorns  that 
these  measures  wore  quite  adequate  to  deal  with  the  situation. 

There  has  been  a good  doal  of  controversial  argument  about  tho  value 
of  infant  vaccination  in  protecting  tho  community  and  individuals  from  the 
danger  of  contracting  smallpox,  and  although  infant  vaccination  is  no 
longer  compulsory  it  is  still  strongly  recommended  by  tho  bulk  of  the 
medical  profession -for  infants  under  one  year.  The  dangers  of  vaccination 
properly  carried  out  are  very  small  indeed  and  the  benefits  both  to  the 
individual  and  to  tho  population  as  a whole  cannot  bo  gainsaid.
